Dr C G. C rist, county coroner. In 
a letter to Mr. W orley estim ated 20 
j>ersons have died in York Springs 
crashes in the last IO years and 
•‘about 200 have been Injured th ere” 
in the sam e period of time. 
Dr. C rist also w rote th a t he had 
recom m ended by-passes for both th e 
York Springs and th e H eidlersburg 
intersections but th a t his sugges­ 
tions seem tohave been "forgotten," 
Tile coroner’s letter also labeled 
as 
‘a com plete failure” th e m ost 
recent changes m ade at Cross Keys 
by Hie state in an effort to reduce 
accidents. 
Mr. W'orlev said he is calling th e 
atten tio n of the Highway com m ittee 
chairm an to these traffic hazards 
"in the hope th a t som ething may be 
done to prevent fu rth e r loss of life 
and injury to the trameling public 
in this county."

BY JULY 4 BLAST 


Gasoline seeping from the under­ 
ground tanks of a nearby gasoline 
atation Is believed to have caused 
an explosion July 4 which wrecked 
the M. A. Hartley and O). branch 
at Staunton, Va., according to word 
received here today by William T 
Timm'n* Jr., manager of the local 
establishment, from M. A. Hartley. 
Mr. Hartley, a native of Gettys­ 
burg and son of one of the founders 
of Dougherty 
and 
Hartley store 
here, established the M. A Hartley 
and Co. business in the basement 
under the pre?ent Virginia Myers 
store In 1919, later moved tthe busi­ 
ness to its present location on Car­ 
lisle St. and then later moved to 
Staunton to open and onerate the 
branch there for the last 25 years. 
According to Mr. Hartley's letter. 
a 
terrific 
explosion 
rocked 
th- 
Staunton establishment on July 4, 
blowing display windows out of the 
two-story structure, which is de­ 
scribed as as large as the building 
here and blowing out some of the 
brick walls about the windows. Ar­ 
ticles on display in the windows 
were hurled out into the street. The 
rear door of the 
building was 
blowm off, as was the hatch on 
the roof. 
Fire Broke Out 
Fire broke out in the basement 
and rear room of the structure, but 
but was quickly extinguished by the 
Staunton firemen. 
Hartley said at first it was be­ 
lieved that sewer gas may have 
leaked in and been ignited by the 
•ump pump in the structure. There 
was no one In the building at Hie 
time of the blast and there were 
no Injuries. 
When the, water, used to put out 
the fire, was pumped 
from the 
basement, a red mark was found 
Further Investigation, Hartley said, 
led th* 
rwn-r r — "S-* 
to find that his tanks had lost 
800 gallons in May and 2 0 in June, 
and it was believed that the red 
tinted gasoline had escaped 
the 
underground tanks and seeped in 
through the concrete to the Hartley 
Co. basement. 
Gasoline was found to be still 
seeping into the building. Hartley 
said in his letter here and he is 
maintaining two men who con­ 
stantly wash and mop the base­ 
ment, while fans run constantly 
to remove fumes. 
The business is continuing to 
operate In a eurta'led fashion until 
the problem can be solved. Hartley's 
letter said that gasoline company 
officials were digging up the under­ 
ground tanks but had not yet dis­ 
covered the leak,

Driver Can Do Much To Keep Car s 


Engine Cool, Calm And Collected In 


Hot Weather; Progress Being Made 


ny FRED KR ICH C. RISSELL 
Some people’s summer vacation­ 
ing can be.st do described as mere­ 
ly a change of sinks. 
Progress In Driving Cool 
There is much that a driver can 
do to keep the engine of his car 
cool, calm and collected In hot 
weather, and it Is encouraging to 
find the motoring public making 
some progress a'.^ng these lines. 
It starts with checking the water 
supply in the radiator before be­ 
ginning the day’s run. any check­ 
ing during the day where -a cooling 
system is the pressure type defeat­ 
ing the purpose of this form of 
cooling system. 
Much can be accomplished by 
driving at the car's easiest rolling 
speed. You can determine this bl­ 
essing off on the accelerator when 
the car has reached road speed. 
lf the car doesn t lose speed it is 
rolling freely, but if it immediate­ 
ly starts to .alow down you have 
been pushing -t too hard. It always 
helps to speed up before starting 
up a hill. And do not stop at the 
top of a hill to nllow the engine 
to cool off. but go on down the 
other side and stop after the engine 
has cooled off a b it. 
In heavy traffic congestion It will 
help the engine to accelerate It. 


With automatic transmissions move 
the selector lever to the Neutral 
j position when doing this.

When the 
car is running along at road speed 
the jet of fluid from a washer 
will be dissipated by the w ind rush­ 
ing over the car. The slow down is 
doubly effective because if you have 
to use the washers, it’* evidence 
that you are not seeing too well . 
through the windshield.
